ciety showed the world that the 

center of dentistry is right here in 
our own city. When any group can or- 
ganize a program such as was presented 
February 3rd to 6th at the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel, then that group is naturally the 
leader of organized dentistry. We proved 
conclusively that the thirst for dental 
knowledge continues to exist, that this 
thirst can be quenched, and that the 
Chicago Dental Society is the body to 
do it. As is our custom, the convention 
was a terrific success from every view. 
For the first time in many years, the 
weather was favorable and out-of-town 
visitors had little trouble with their travel 
accommodations. With the exception of 
a little rain on the first day, we could not 
have asked for better weather. The out- 
look for attendance was good from the 
start as the affiliated groups meeting be- 
fore ours were filled to capacity. For the 
first time, Sunday was used as a day 
of the convention, and Thursday was 
dropped. Since the commercial exhibits 
were open on Sunday, and had the day 
more or less to themselves, the registra- 
tion on the first day of the meeting was 
excellent.

THE ATTENDANCE 


A grand total of 12,334 persons regis- 
tered, which was not a record, but very 


close to one. The figures of attendance 


were practically identical with those of 
last year. 6,108 dentists attended, with 
3,520 A. D. A. visitors and 2,588 from 
the Chicago area. The number of out- 
of-town visitors seems to be increasing 
every year, but the local count seems 
to remain constant. The 6,226 regis- 
tered guests can be broken down as fol- 
lows: 30 physicians, 26 health nurses, 
go1 students, 1,738 family guests, 917 
assistants, 184 hygienists, 539 laboratory 
personnel, 1,545 exhibitors and 346 mis- 
cellaneous. A comparison of these figures 
against previous years shows an increase 
in the hygienist and student groups, but 
very little change elsewhere. The ratio 
of assistants to dentists was about 1 to 
7, of hygienists to dentists of about 1 
to 33, and of students to dentists of about 
1 to 7. Since the enrollment in dental 
schools has not increased measurably 
during the last few years, we can only 
assume that the present students are 
more interested in their vocation than 
their predecessors. 


THE PROGRAM 


When any meeting such as this is as- 
sembled, a top-notch organizer and cor- 
relator must be put in charge. This year 
we felt privileged in having a man like 
Harold Hayes at the helm as General 
Chairman. His unassuming attitude, as 
well as careful attention to even the 
smallest detail, endeared him to every- 
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one. Equally liked and equally qualified 
were Lyle Aseltine as chairman of the 
program committee and Pete Wlodkow- 
ski as vice-chairman. 

The essay division was ably directed 
by George Olfson as chairman and Bob 
Placek as vice-chairman. A total of 
thirty-eight essays were presented. Two 
symposiums were given, the first one 
being the relation of orthodontics to 
other branches of dentistry by George S. 
Harris, C. Edward Martinek, Douglas 
J. Jamieson, Milton M. Lappin, Robert 
E. Coleman, and J. Hilliard Hicks. The 
second symposium dealt with what every 
dentist should know about himself with 
William T. Heron, Abraham A. Low, 
J. C. A. Harding, and Edward J. Ryan. 
Of all the essays given, the greater ma- 
jority were first-class presentations of 
good material. Attendance at all essays 
was excellent, with every paper given 
before a packed house. However, some 
complaints were heard from individuals 
unable to attend some of the essays due 
to lack of space. Some essayists, such as 
Rex Ingraham, Harry Denen and Louis 
Grossman, could have used rooms twice 
or even three times as large as the rooms 
allotted. It has been suggested then, that 
in the future, more liberal use of the 
main ballroom or even the Boulevard 
Room be made. Since the elimination 
of the question and answer programs, 
the number of individuals attending es- 
says has increased so much that their 
accommodation is now a problem. 

The limited attendance clinics this year 
were under the excellent direction of 
Robert Tuck as chairman and Graham 
Davies as vice-chairman. Since over 100 
clinics were given by 55 clinicians, the 
field of dentistry was very well covered. 
The Chicago Dental Society has long 
fostered this means of almost individual 
attention from a speaker, and the excel- 
lent attendance at these clinics would in- 
dicate a continuance along these lines. 
The limited attendance and the general 
clinics are the best down-to-earth means 
we have of bringing a clinician and his 
audience in close enough contact to 
really thrash out our problems. 


The general clinics were held in the 
Grand Ballroom on Tuesday afternoon. 
Guy Miller did a fine job as chairman 
with Wilfred Corcoran as the vice-chair- 
man. A total of 87 clinicians presented 
74 clinics on various phases of dentistry. 
The program was so varied and so well- 
planned that it was felt that it was close 
to perfect. However, many complaints 
were heard concerning the lack of room 
for the spectators. During the presen- 
tation, the entire ballroom was packed 
beyond hope. Countless individuals did 
not attempt to enter the room, while 
many more stayed for only a few minutes 
due.to the overcrowding. Those that did 
get in were pushed around like cattle 
and had to buck large crowds to see 
anything. In spite of the air condition- 
ing being on in the room, the air soon 
became stale, hot and extremely uncom- 
fortable. As bad as it was on the spec- 
tators, it was even worse on the clini- 
cians who had to stay there and take 
it for three and a half hours. It is my 
most humble desire then, especially since 
I was one of the clinicians, that this con- 
dition be remedied. These general clinics 
are obviously very much wanted by den- 
tists because of their interest, so maybe 
it is possible to have more than one ses- 
sion or in some way work it out so as to 


_ thin out the crowd. 


Our convention has many more com- 
mittees than those mentioned here. 
However, limited space makes it impos- 
sible to name all the other divisions, their 
members, and what they did. Anyone 
who has ever worked on one of these 
committees knows and appreciates the 
many hours of work and headaches it 
takes to put together a program such as 
this. The labor involved, and even the 
financial loss, is cheerfully expended by 
all so that in the end the result is well 
worth while. It is countless individuals 
such as these that offer their services 
that tend to make dentistry what it is 
today. It is with deep pride in these 
persons then, that the officers and direc- 
tors of the Chicago Dental Society take 
this means of publicly thanking each and 
everyone connected with the 87th Mid- 


winter Meeting for their part in making 
it so successful. 


GENERAL SESSIONS 


The first general session of the con- 
vention was held in the Grand Ballroom 
on Monday evening, February 4th. The 
presiding officer was Harold Hayes, gen- 
eral chairman of the Midwinter Meet- 
ing. After the invocation by the Rev- 
erend C. Victor Brown, President Edwin 
Baumann presented the greetings of the 
Chicago Dental Society and then Presi- 
dent LeRoy M. Ennis presented greet- 
ings from the American Dental Associa- 
tion. The main speaker of the evening 
was Senator Harry F. Byrd, senior sena- 
tor from Virginia. The entire ballroom 
was packed to capacity, and so well it 
should have been, for Senator Byrd 
stunned his audience with some of the 
most straightforward talk yet to come 
out of Washington. He is supposed to be 
a Democrat, but has voted 64% Repub- 
lican and only 36% Democrat on bills, 
making him definitely not a Truman 
Democrat. It is imperative, he said, that 
we take an active interest in Washington 
and government problems, for the credit 
of the United States government is in bad 
shape. It is high time that the people 
support the government and not the 
reverse. We must make ourselves mili- 
tarily strong and internally secure if we 
are to combat communism, for it is the 
purpose of Russia to weaken us at home 
first, and then take over. Any increase 
in taxes at this time might be “the straw 
that broke the camel’s back” and force 
us into bankruptcy which would be ex- 
actly what Russia wants. If the present 
administration continues along the road 
of Socialism we will be in so deep that 
there is no retreat. The three major parts 
opposed by Senator Byrd are socialized 
medicine, at a beginning cost of $20,- 
000,000 per year; the Brannon plan for 
farm support, where even Mr. Brannon 
could not estimate the cost; and social- 
ized housing, which would probably cost 
as much or more than either of the 
others. The Senator still believes that free 


enterprise is the answer, and from the 
tremendous ovation he received when 
he finished, his audience was in perfect 
accord. 

The second general session was held 
on Wednesday morning, February 6th, 
with Lyle F. Aseltine as presiding offi- 
cer. This was the occasion for the read- 
ing of the prize winning essay in the 
Eleventh Annual Prize Essay Competi- 
tion sponsored by the Chicago Dental 
Society. The winning essay this year was 
“Salivary and Pulpal Contributions to 
the Radiophosphorus Uptake in the 
Enamel and Dentin of Rhesus Monkeys,” 
by Reidar F. Sognnaes and James H. 
Shaw of Boston, Massachusetts. The 
$500.00 cash award was presented to 
Dr. Sognnaes by President Edwin Bau- 
mann in behalf of the Chicago Dental 
Society. The essay was a beautiful piece 
of work, well presented, and entitled to 
receive the award. Our society should 
feel proud in fostering these contests, 
for this is another way in which we are 
helping to make dentistry a better pro- 
fession for humanity. 


SOCIAL 


When over 12,000 people get together 
for a convention, it is easy to see that 
their social activities are going to be 
many and varied. Practically every group 
had their cocktail parties, banquets, 
luncheons and other get-togethers. 
Places of interest in Chicago were vis- 
ited by visitors and local inhabitants as 
well, and as usual, the visitors had to 
show the locals the more interesting spots. 
The most important social gathering, 
however, was the dinner dance and all- 
star show held in the Grand Ballroom on 
Wednesday evening, February 6th. Har- 
land New as chairman of the entertain- 
ment committee, and Gerson Gould as 
his vice-chairman, rate our special 
thanks. In this, the age of television, we 
are used to excellent floor shows and 
elaborate presentations. Most of us at- 
tending felt that we had seen everything 
along these lines but Harland New sure 
fooled us. He supervised one of the finest 
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meals and shows it has ever been my 
pleasure to attend, and 800 other people 
who were in attendance will agree. The 
music was furnished by Lou Breese and 
his orchestra with Lou himself as master- 
of-ceremonies. Five first-class acts were 
presented, starting off with Randy 
Brown, the pride and joy of Texas, and 
present paddle champion of the world. 
Miss Loni followed with a very interest- 
ing balancing act, juggling large and in- 
tricate apparatus on her feet. Nip Nel- 
son followed with some of the finest 
radio impersonations we have ever heard. 
Next came a very clever dance team, 
Perry Franks and Janyce. The closing 
act was the White Guards, a male sing- 
ing quartet who gave forth with every- 
thing from opera to popular music. They 
went over so well and were brought back 
for so many encores that they had diffi- 
culty leaving the stage. Following the 
show, the orchestra played for dancing 
until 1 o’clock in the morning. 


SUMMARY 


The convention this year appears to 


have been successful in all ways when 
compared to meetings of the past. Most 
dentists attending appear to be pros- 
pering and report business as being excel- 
lent. There does seem to be a more 
serious attitude on their part toward 
their profession, for most are wondering 
how long good times will last. The alarm- 
ing rise in taxes and the threat of social- 
ized medicine and war would probably 
contribute toward this feeling. Too many 
of us remember the last depression and 
would hate to see another one. The pres- 
ent picture is excellent however, from the 
viewpoint of the commercial exhibitors, 
the laboratories, and the dentists. 

In conclusion, we should give thanks 
to the officers and directors of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society: to the members of 
the different committees for their time 
and services: to the affiliated groups for 
their valuable aid: to the essayists and 
clinicians for sharing their knowledge 
with us: and to the commercial and tech- 
nical exhibitors for their help. Now that 
we know “What’s New in ’52,” next year 
“Come And See in ’53.”—E. J]. S.

FELLOWSHIPS OFFERED AT 
NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 


A limited number of fellowships are 
available for graduate study in Pedo- 
dontia on a two-year program leading to 
the degree of Master of Science in Den- 
tistry. This fellowship combines graduate 
study with clinical experience and teach- 
ing and a year as Resident in Children’s 
Memorial Hospital. The first year is de- 
voted to science and clinical courses and 
to instructing in the Pedodontia clinic, 
or in the clinical care of cleft palate 
cases. The second year, the Fellow may 
continue as a teaching fellow or be 
appointed to a Residency in Children’s 
Memorial Hospital, where unusual facili- 
ties are available for research for the 
thesis and for varied clinical experience. 


Fellows receive free tuition and a sti- 
pend of $150.00 a month. Residents in 
the hospital receive board and room and 
$60.00 a month. Applicants for fellow- 
ships must present an academic record 
satisfactory to the Graduate School to 
be a candidate for the degree. 

Similar fellowships are available in 
Periodontia and Oral Surgery. For fur- 
ther information address The Dean, 
Northwestern University Dental School, 
311 East Chicago Avenue, Chicago 11, 
Illinois. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Few members of the Chicago Dental 
Society are aware of the provision of the 
Dental Practice Act which requires a 
dentist to notify the Department of Regis- 
tration and Education of any change of 
address “within ninety days thereof.” 
Failure to do so “shall work a forfeiture 
of such license, and no license, when once 
forfeited, shall be restored, except upon 
payment to the said department of the 
sum of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for such 
failure.” (Sections 6 and 8, Illinois Den- 
tal Practice Act.)

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Hypnodontia Study Club Report 


he Hypnodontia Study Club wishes 

to report a year of continued activity 
and increasing interest. Regular monthly 
meetings have been held except in De- 
cember, when seventeen of us attended a 
six-evening class given by Dr. Wm. T. 
Heron, the well-known authority on the 
therapeutic application of hypnosis, who 
has been so well received at our last two 
Midwinter Meetings. The class was also 
glad of the opportunity provided to meet 
with Dr. Heron and members of his 
classes from other localities throughout 
the country on Tuesday evening of the 
1952 Midwinter Meeting. Questions 
were asked and answered, and expe- 
riences exchanged to our mutual benefit. 
The club was also gratified to witness 
the crowd that filled the South Ballroom 
to the rafters at the close of the meeting 
to hear our teacher, Dr. Heron, as well 
as the speakers on allied subjects, Drs. 
Low and Harding, and the always capa- 
ble moderator, Dr. Edward J. Ryan, also 
well known in the field of psychosomatics. 

We are making these periodic reports 
of our activities for two reasons. First, 
because we are convinced that the proper 
understanding and application of the 
principles of hypnosis to the practice of 
dentistry might well become the most 
valuable adjunct to our armamentarium 
since the discovery of local anaesthesia— 
for we are all aware that fear keeps 
more people out of our offices than fi- 
-nances. Secondly, we feel that the sub- 
ject is not only of general interest, but 
that there are a great many misconcep- 
tions extant regarding this valuable sci- 
ence which need clearing up in the minds 
of, not only the public, but our own pro- 
fession. 

The value of Hypnosis has been recog- 
nized by many investigators for hundreds 
of years, but misconceptions and its mis- 
use in stage exhibitions have restricted 
and hampered its use and development. 
Many of us have long used it to some 
degree unconsciously in our practices, 
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when we found ways and means of 
making nervous patients relax and gain 
confidence. We now seek to develop this 
power, and are confident that perhaps 
more of us can excel in this field than 
in any other part of the practice of den- 
tistry; that we can not only remove the 
fear that keeps many people out of the 
dental office, but find ourselves becoming 
more relaxed, tiring less easily, and en- 
joying our work more. The relaxed pa- 
tient helps to make a relaxed dentist, 
and vice versa. 

The Study Club has also become inter- 
ested in a subject very close, if not a part 
of hypnosis, called “Scientific Relaxa- 
tion,” as taught by Dr. Edmund Jacob- 
son, of Chicago, a world renowned au- 
thority. Dr. S. W. Gutwirth, a member 
of the Chicago Dental Society, a student 
of Dr. Jacobson, has been giving us a 
series of lectures and demonstrations, and 
so ably that we have been wondering 
why some of our program chairmen have 
been overlooking this well-informed man 
right in our midst, on a subject so vital 
to the health and well-being of the den- 
tist, himself. The following is the sched- 
ule of his lectures—one of which is still 
to be given, the date to be announced 
later. 

Lecture No. 1—November 30, 1951— 
“Scientific Relaxation, or a Practical 
Method of Reducing the Strains of Mod- 
ern Living.” 

Lecture No. 2—January 25, 1952— 
“The Techinque of Progressive Relaxa- 
tion—General Form.” The lecture in- 
cluded a practical demonstration. 

Lecture No. 3—February 29, 1952— 
“The Technique of Relaxing the Mind.” 
The lecture included a practical dem- 
onstration. 

Lecture No. 4—Date to be set—“The 
Nature and Technique of Differential 
Relaxation.” The lecture will include a 
practical demonstration.
